SUPERVISION  OP  POOD 


Milk  Supply 

The  control  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies,  under  the  new 
Milk  and  Dairies  Orders,  remains  with  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  with  whom  there  is  good 
co-operation  concerning  improvements  etc.  During  the  year  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Leicester  arranged  to  examine 
milk  samples  biologically  from  the  district.  Accordingly 
thirty-four  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  forwarded 
to  the  Laboratory  for  examination. 

In  connection  with  a  case  of  undulant  fever  reported 
from  the  R.A.P.  Camp  at  North  Luffenham,  investigation  was 
made  of  the  milk  supply.  Samples  from  the  Producer  concerned 
revealed  the  presence  of  brucella  abortus  in  the  cattle.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  &  Fisheries  for  their  attention. 

Meat  and  Other  Poods 


Regular  inspections  of  food  premises  and  shops  were 
continued  during  the  year.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the 
Council  had  approved  Model  Byelaws  for  the  Handling  & 
Wrapping  of  Pood,  which  were  due  to  come  into  force  at  the 
beginning  of  1932.  It  is  hoped  to  encourage  the 
shopkeepers  selling  food  to  become  more  hygiene  conscious.
